Edward C. Snell, Michigan Nation­ 
al Guard officer who a few years 
ago leaped from the upper deck of 
the Leviathan In New York harbor 
at the dare of a

1.900 feet to his death In an air­ 
plane here late today 
when

failed to use a parachute strapped 
to his back. 
A fellow officer, Maj. Floyd E. 
Evans, pilot of the plane, escaped 
death by jumping from the falling 
plane. 
The accident occurred 
In 
the 
outskirts of Detroit while the two 
men were flying here from Ann 
Arbor, In a national guard plane. 
According 
were flying at 
1.900 feet when the right wing of 
the plane suddenly collapsed. 
At 
the plane started to fall, Major 
Evans shouted to Snell to jump, 
and himself prepared to leap. 
Snell,

In Election of Cleveland in 1892

Washington. D. C., Oct. 20.— 
Tho election of 1892 holds 
the 
distinction of being the first one 
after 1860 where more than two 
candidates 
received 
votes 
for 
President in the electoral colleges. 
There was a President 
running 
for reelection, opposed by an ex- 
Presldent. 
Harrison had been elected over 
Cleveland four years before 
by 
New York’s swinging from 
the 
Democratic to the Republican col­ 
umn. 
Cleveland had a hundred 
thousand more popular votes in 
the country than Harrison. Some 
two thousand votes 
had 
turned 
the tide to Harrison in Indiana, 
and there were close returns In 
other states. 
The Republicans 
promptly admitted six new states 
in the hope of giving themselves 
twelve new Republican Senators 
and twenty additional votes in the 
electoral colleges. 
Then they did 
what was in those days recognized 
as legitimate 
politics— unseated 
enough of the opposition in 
the 
House to afford a 
comfortable 
working majority. 
After that the 
House 
passed 
the noted Force Bill, which had 
for its purpose the Federal con­ 
trol of elections in the South, un­ 
der the plea of assuring the ne­ 
gro the privileges of the suffrage 
The Senate killed it by talking it 
to a standstill and 
holding 
It 
there until they could win over 


enough Republican votes to pre­ 
vent its passage. 
Senator Daniel 
of Virginia had won over Senator 
Stanford of California at 
three 
o’clock in the morning, and hob­ 
bled into the Senate chamber on 
his crutches to tell Senator Vest 
he might as well stop 
talking. 
Vest finished his speech, however, 
and the Force Btl! was dead. 
McKinley Tariff law . 
Then the Republicans 
passed 
the McKinley tariff law of 1890, 
and the Democrats persuaded the 
country that it increased the cost 
of living without a commensur­ 
ate increase in wages.

leaving Chicago, the governor held 
a conference 
with 
press 
corre­ 
spondents in the club car of his 
private train. 
"Good morning, gentlemen,” he 
said as he walked into the car, 
how are you all?” 
“Tired” somebody answered. 
“Tired?” inquired the nominee. 
“You should not be tired after a 
little thing like this.” 
The nominee was asked if he 
had seen Secretary of War Davis’ 
comment on his Sedalia speech, in 
which he discussed army housing 
conditions.

SMITH AXD IMMIGRATION. 
WAGE EARNERS 
who desire 
protection from 
competition by 
foreign labor working here, as 
well as foreign 
labor 
working 
abroad, will study carefully the 
attitude of the presidential can­ 
didates before casting their votes 
on November 6. 
Hoover says, with unmistakable 
emphasis, that he wants no more 
immigration than there is at pre­ 
sent. 
Smith says he accepts res­ 
triction but is "opposed 
to the 
principle of restriction based on 
the figures of a census 
thirty- 
eight years old." 
"I believe," he continued, "that 
this is designed to discriminate 
against certain nationalities and 
Is an unwise policy.” 
Had Gov. Smith followed the 
debates 
in congress 
he 
would 
have been able to make a much 
more positive statement concern­ 
ing the "discrimination" in the 
present immigration 
law. 
The 
law, without possibility of dispute, 
was framed deliberately to "dis­ 
criminate against certain nation­ 
alities,”— to wit, those which ex­ 
perience has proved are less a s­ 
similable; and to discriminate in 
favor of those which, experience 
has also proved, blend more read­ 
ily with our existing stocks. 
Just how Smith would change 
the immigration law, passed with 
more popular approval, probably, 
than any other statute placed up­ 
on the books in many years, he 
does not say. 
Presumably either 
he favors a return to the “ first- 
come-first-served" plan of restric­ 
tion law which puts up the bars 
when a certain arbitrary number 
had been 
admitted, 
or 
would 
adopt a quota plan based upon 
1he census of 1920 or 1930, 
The 
first plan has been 
tried 
and 
found objectionable, and to adopt 
either, in the opinion of all com­ 
petent ethnologists, would mean 
large additions to 
the 
"foreign'! 
colonies” of the 
cities—colonies 
which already are too large. These 
colonies have largely been form­ 
ed since 1890. 
That is why con­ 
gress went hack to the census of 
that year. 
There can be 
no immigration 
restriction without some discrim­ 
ination. 
We can have restriction 
such as Hoover favors, which will 
bring us in larger proportions of 
those peoples who have, on the 
average, proved more desirable; 
cr we can have a restriction which 
discriminates against the more de­ 
sirable and in favor of the less de­ 
sirable. 
The voter, on November 6, will 
he voting for the present immigra­ 
tion law 
a law which he knows 
is operating 
successfully— or 
he 
will be voting against it. 
There 
is no middle ground. 


as "The Old Man" remains at the 
university. 
No m atter how hard 
he tries to get out from under in 
order to devote all of his time to 
the great building program he hap 
formulated, he can not break the 
ties which, in the minds of stu­ 
dents, alumni and followers of the 
fortunes of the Wolverines in gen­ 
eral, bind him to the gridiron.

” . . . But air baths, let me be 
equally emphatic, are of great im­ 
portance, and the time

located institutions at all times of 
the year, our tuberculosis patients 
will be stripped of all clothing but 
a b r e ec hclot Ii and given air baths. 
Patients so exposed 
do not take 
cold easily, are not so dependent 
upon artificial heat, appear better, 
feel better, eat better, and, briefly, 
recover faster and more surely."

L. K. Edwards Was First 
Garage Man in Escanaba; 
Tells of Ancient Autos 


From the chugging, 
unreliable 
one-cylinder gasoline buggy of the 
late nineties to 
the 
smooth-run­ 
ning, dependable and luxurious au­ 
tomobile "jobs” of today, L. K. 
Edwards, president of the Penin- 
eula-Oakland company of Escanaba, 
has always been in intimate touch 
with the automobile industry. 
He 
is recognized as Escanaba’s first 
garage man. and he can tell many 
a tale of the trials and tribulations 
of early car owners, who when 
they went out for a ride, never 
knew exactly how they would come 
back. 
It was natural that Mr. Edwards 
would be the first automobile re­ 
pairman. 
He was known as the 
handy man about town, and was 
called upon daily to repair every­ 
thing from a lawn mower to a 
threshing machine. 
At the age of 
IS, he set himself up in the bicycle 
repair business in a frame building 
■which occupied the site where the 
Hoyler & Baur bakery now stands. 
His first contact with gasoline en­ 
gines was obtained when the Daily 
Mirror procured a stationary' gaso­ 
line motor to operate their press. 


Escanaba and Marquette. 
I accom­ 
panied Mr. Kirkpatrick on the trip 
as his chauffeur, but had consider­ 
able trouble because of bad roads. 
It took an entire day to make the 
trip. 
At one place, we struck a 
stump and the front axle of the 
car was bent, causing us some de­ 
lay.” 
Jewelers Sold Bicycles. 
Mr. Edwards, who was born in 
Oshkosh. W'is , BO years ago, came 
to Escanaba with his parents when 
he was but a year old. 
In I SOG. 
he started b 
bicycle repair shop 
in the ”400" block on Ludington 
street. 
Automobiles had not yet 
put in an appearance on Escana­ 
ba’s streets at that time, and the 
bicycling fad was then at its height 
of popular'tv. 
There were a half dozen small 
repair shops, and bikes could be 
found on sale In practically every 
kind of a store. 
Even 
Jewelry 
stores handled bicycles as a part 
of their line. 
In 1898 Mr. Edwards 
moved his shop to the rear of the 
H. M. Stevenson 
jewelry 
store, 
which was then located in the pres­

automobile repair end of the busi­ 
ness. 
As a result of his experience 
with bicycles and stationary gaso­ 
line engines, he became known as 
the reliable automobile “doctor” of 
the community. 
In those early pio­ 
neering days of the automotive in­ 
dustry, cars were not as depend­ 
able as they are now. 
It was a 
familiar sight to see a perplexed 
driver, seated on his high-seated 
buckboard gas buggy, with a crowd 
of boistrous youths pushing it down 
the street. 
Owners tinkered with 
their 
machines, 
but 
eventually 
they despaired of their tusk and 
took it to Edw ards’ garage. 
There was always something go­ 
ing wrong with the gas buggy. The 
motor was then situated under the 
chassis instead of in front of the 
driver on the top of the frame. 
This arrangem ent was commonly 
called a “trap.” 
In driving along 
poor roads, the mud frequently was 
thrown up into 
the 
machinery, 
causing a breakdown. 
The battery 
ignition and 
carburetor 
systems 
were poor. 
Another great fault 
was the lack 
of 
durable 
steel. 
Henry Ford achieved success by 
being the first to use high-grade 
steel, and thereby producing a light 
but lasting car. 
Preston Had First Car. 
Just who had the first automobile 
in Escanaba has always been more 
or less indefinite. 
Those local his­ 
torians, who are gifted with keen 
memories, say that George Preston 
merits the honor as he bought his 
car on August 26, 1899, and Dr. F

his early experiences in the auto­ 
mobile business is that concerning 
th e time when he drove a new one- 
cylinder Cadillac from Menominee 
to Escanaba, the 
trip 
requiring 
three days. This occurred in Janu­ 
ary, 1907, when the snow on the 
highways was banked 
in 
some 
places three or four feet high. 
"We started 
from 
Menominee 
quite early in the morning, and 
got as far as Wallace,” Mr. Ed­ 
wards relates. 
"There, the snow 
was so deep th at we were unable 
to push through. 
John Grant was 
with me, and we decided to return 
to Menominee to put some runners I 
on the car. 
At Menominee, we 
hastily made some skis to put un- J 
der the front wheels, and with this 
crude arrangem ent we were able 
to go as far as 
Nadeau 
before 
nightfall. 
The next morning we 
started out again, 
and 
reached 
Powers, where he were obliged to 
hire a team to pull us through the 
drifts to Wilson. 
The Cadillac was 
able to go on Its own power from 
Wilson to Bark River, where we 
tied up for the night. 
The next 
morning we drove into Escanaba. 
"The late J. C. Kirkpatrick was 
one of the early car owners. 
He 
was a great booster for the W hite 
Steamers, but in 1906 he decided 
to try a gasoline automobile and 
bought a 
four-cylinder 
Peerless. 
The Peerless was the first auto­ 
mobile to make the trip between 


formed a partnership with Hans 
Bonefeld in 1900 and they estab­ 
lished a sales and repair shop In 
the building now 
occupied 
by 
Jam es Ashland, barber. 
The Esca ' 
naba Cycle W orks was organized 
in 1903, Edward Bolger, Axel Peter­ 
son and Mr. Edwards forming the 
partnership, which opened for busi­ 
ness in the building now occupied 
by the Photo Art Shop. 
A short 
time later, an Interest In the Vllle- 
mure Cycle Works was acquired. 
In 1905 the company went in for 
repair of automobiles and opened 
a shop in the present Dally Press 
building, 
maintaining 
the 
three 
places. 
Mr. Edwards took charge of the 


mobile on June 2, 1902. 
They pur­ 
chased their cars direct from the 
factory as no agencies 
had 
yet 
been established here. 
Mr. Edwards severed his connec­ 
tions with the 
Escanaba 
Cycle 
Works In 1906 and went into busi­ 
ness for himself, 
securing 
the 
agency for the well-known R am ­ 
bler. 
Axel Peterson took charge 
of the original garage upon Mr. 
E dw ards’ departure and took on 
the Ford agency. 
Mr. Peterson also was an en­ 
thusiastic automobile man, and he 
took much Interest in taking apart 
motors and putting them together 
again. 
One day Axel began com­ 
plaining to his 
assistant, 
Gust 
Turnqulst, that he w asn’t feeling 


well. 
"Well, no wonder; you haven’t 
eaten a bite for two days,” T u rn ­ 
qulst explaimed. 
“By golly, th at’s right,” rejoined 
Axel. 
“I’ve been so busy with this 
Ford that I forgot all about eating." 
W. B. Lindsay, assistant super­ 
intendent, bought the first Rambler 
from Mr. Edwards. 
While he had 
his shop a t the present W estern 
Union office location, Mr. Edwards 
also took on the agency for the 
Great W estern car. 
He was m ar­ 
ried in 1908, and upon his return 
from a honeymoon trip he moved 
into a new garage built for him by 
J. B. Frechette of Bark River. 
It 
was located on F irst avenue south, 
across from the Coliseum, on the 
site of the old Presbyterian church 
building. 
In fact, the garage was 
built from lumber from the old 
church building. 
In 1910, Mr. Edwards took over 
the EMF and Great Northern auto­ 
mobile agency, which 
was 
two 
years later taken over by the Stude- 
baker. He acquired the agency for 
the Ford automobile in 1913, and 
in 1918 a new brick garage was 
built • at the corner of Sixth and 
Ludington 
streets, now occupied 
by 
the 
Brnckett-Chevrolet 
com ­ 
pany. 
The business became the 
L. K. Edwards, Inc., in 1922, and 
Mr. Edwards retired for a needed 
rest. 
He took a trip out west, but 
after a year began to itch to re­ 
turn to the game. 
In 1923, b e be­ 
came upper peninsula 
distributor 
for the Oakland cars with sales 
offices in the “600” block of Luding­ 
ton street. 
The Peninsula Oakland company 
entered its new home at 1608-14 
Third avenue north in December, 
1926. 
The new home Is an up-to- 
date brick and tile structure, 75 by 
170 feet, with a large sales room 
and well equipped shop. 
The shop 
and sales force consists of 24 per­ 
sons.

Bidding goodbye to Manistique 
harbor, the Lansing Shoals light­ 
ship and crew of Manistique men 
left this city Friday night at 8 
o'clock enroute
